To make ective use of the new weanon, the Office 
Defense Mobilization requested the Red Cross to expand its 
defense blood-collections to provide the imum amount of 
globulin necessary. Now, s y be spared a life 
time of handicap, the Red Cross, with its extensive experience 
and nationwide b'ood-collecting facilities, has entered into the 
project. 

‘Tis new responsibility will draw heavily upon the fin- 
ancial and voluntary resorces of the organization. This year 
it will cost the Red Cross $7,000,000 above its other budgetary 
requirements. The 1953 fund goal is $93,000,000. 

It takes a little more than one pint of whole blood to pro- 
duce an average dose of gam globulin. This globulin con- 
tains antibodies that attack the polio virus. One dose may pro-! 
tect an individual against the paralysis from polio for the per- 
iod of the second through the fifth week fol owing injectio 
If it follows pattern, polio may strike in epilemic proportions 
in t least 150 countries next summer, and it is estimated that 
at least 2 million children in those areas may be exposed. Work 
ing round the clock, at full capacity, biological laboratories 
that are equipped to produce gamma globulin can provide only 
a part of the serum needed in time for the next epidemic season. 

Since gamma golublin also will he needed for measles mod- 
ification and prevention of infectious hepatitis, the need will 
far exceed the supply. Thus to provide equitable distribution. 
the government established an allocating and distributing a- 
gency. The Red Cross will not have this responsibility

PROPOSE FULL TIME JUDGE 


FOR WOBURN COURT 


The Woburn District Court, 
which embraces in its jurisdiction 
the City of Woburn, and the towms 
‘of Winchester, Stoneham, Rea 
North Reading, Wilmington and 
Burlington, would have a full time 
justice, if the 45 fill-time district 
court circuit, now being considered 
by the Legislature, becomes enact 
ed into law, 

The proposal is not new, as if 
came up before the Legislature 
every year for the past dozen years. 
It has now been strongly endorsed 
by Pr lent Samuel P. Sears of 
the Massachusetts Bar Association, 
who appeared before the legislative 
committee on Judiciary last Wed- 
nesday, and advocated passage of 
the bill, The bill would establish 45 
full time judgeships, with a pay of 
$12,000 a year. Sears told the com: 


mittee that this proposal would 
save the state $56,000 a year
